Sheriff Williams was elected at the ^ 
last election as an independent candi­ 
date in Opposition to the regular Demo­ 
cratic nominee, and since then has been j 
looked npon as the head of a very strong I 
faction in local {vol it ice. 
At the coroner's inquest it is believed 
the detail* of the shooting will be 
brought to light. 
Hot .Springs, Ark.. March 17.—Five 
men are clead as th*- result of a terrible 
riot which occurred here between some j 
of the moot prominent men identified j 
with local politic*. 
The affair is the 
outgrowth of the campaign for city j 


officer which has been growing hotter i 
and hotter each day for several w eek s. 
The dead are: 
T. C. Toler, chief of police. 
Tom (ioslee, sergeant of police. 
J E. Hart, city detective. 
Louis Hinkle, a business man. 
John O. Williams, son of the sheriff of j 
• .arian*! county. 
Ed Spears, a deputy sheriff, 
shot j 
through the neck and will be probably . 
fatal. 
As a sequel to a street duel between 
Policeman Tom Goslee on one side and 
Sheriff R. L. Williams and his son, John 
(>, Williams, on the other, a fearfully 
bloody riot «>ceurred at 5 o’clock this 
afternoon. 
It was the most horrible af-1 
fair in the history of Hot Springs. 
The 
memorable Flinn-Doran riot of 1884 did 
not compar** to it iii terrible results. 
It 
was a bloody sequel to the affray earlier 
in the evening, in which Goalee and 
Williams participated. 
A portion of the 


p o lic e faction headed by the chief and a 
portion of th** Williams faction met on 
the sidewalk in front of Leinp's beer de­ 
pot and th** f u r io u s firing began. 
The police were going down the afreet 
and the other party was coming up. 
Who began the affray cannot now- bs 
learned, as nearly all the principals aw 
dead. 
Fifteen or twenty shots were 
fired. 
The streets were crowded with people 
and the wildest excitement prevailed. 
Chief of Police Tom Toler, his sergeant. 
Tom Goatee, of the police faction, lay 
dead u]>on the sidewalk. 
On the other 
side John O. Williams, son *>f th** sheriff,1 
lay mortally Wounded and Ed Spear was 
shot and cut in th** neck. Louis Hinkle, 
the driver of Schw..rt’z beer cart, wa* 
killed by a strr.y bullet. Hinkle was not 
a participant in the feud. 
Sheriff Williams was not 
present 
when the battle occurred, but soon ap­ 
peared and on learning of the death of 
his son. became frantic. 
His brother. 
Coffee William*, and nephews. Sam and 
Will Watt, were with hill and all were 
armed and crazed with grief. About 2*1 
m in u te s after the main battle another 
affray occurred in which four or Ava 
shots were tired. 
This occurred on tho 


sid e w a lk a little below where the other 
dead bodies lay. The great multitude 
which had gathered stampeded in tho 
wildest excitement, tumbling over each 
other in every direction.

lad.* Detective Jim Hunt wept down

immediately after the tragedy. 
The j 
Williams have many relatives who ar** j 
armed and more trouble is anticipated j 
from this source. 
A brother of Hinkle j 
wa* on the street with a 45-oalibre gun 
looking for a man who he believed took 
advantage of the opportunity to kill his 
brother. 
Goalee was the first man fci’led. John 
Williams firing three shots into hi* 
body. The riot is said to have com­ 
menced when Goslee, meeting Williams 
after the tremble with hi-- father, *>ff«*r**d 
to shale* balete and 1>* friends. 
Goalee 
fired as he fell and die I. believing he 
had kilted Williams at that time. 
Wil­ 
liams was shot through the head, the ball 
entering above the left ear and lodging 
in the brain. 
Hinkle was shot through the head and 
body, the bullets supposed to have come 
from Ed Spear s weapon who was shout­ 
ing at Hinkle- 
All the men were considered brave and 
never knew what it was to run.

Reese are 
dead and John Williams, ahoy 7 years 
old, is seriously wounded in the hip. 
Deputy Sheriff Willie Clements and 
Marion Hope are in jail and Ed Scott is 
under arrest at Glidden aud is being con­ 
veyed hex®. 
Scott hail been in jail for several 
mouths charged with burglary, and hav­ 
ing been released by the grand jury Le 
became involved in a difficulty with 
Deputy Clements, at which time Mr.

At least 15 or 30 shote were fired, prin­ 
cipally by Reese and Clements, but oth­ 
er* participated in the shooting.

Reese and Baeme both died within a 
few minutes and never spoke after the 
shooting. 
The difficulty between 
Reese and 
Clemente dates back to the last elect ion. 
Clemente is Reese s nephew and is a 
deputy sheriff under Sheriff Boff Ord, 
who defeated Reese in the election.

The Windsor ho tel was seven stories 
high laid almost square in form, had a 
frontage of 200 feet on Fifth avenue and 
occupied the entire Mock between East 
Forty-sixth and Forty-sc vent Ii streets. 
The fiont center of the building was 
eight stories in height.
